CAIRO, Jan. 15 (Agencies!). 
Egypt and Sudan have adopt- 
ed new military measures to 
repel attempts at sabotage 
against their countries under 
an agreement signed here to- 
day. 

The joint defence accord 
follows a defence pact of 
last July which was original- 
ly aimed at forming a joint 
front against Libya. 

Since then Sudan has ac- 
cused its neighbour, Ethiop- 
ia, of training mercenaries 
which threatened Sudan’s 
security. Ethiopia has denied 
the charge. 


A joint statement today 
said that since the July pact 
stipulated any aggression ag- 
ainst one state was also re- 
garded as aggression against 
the other, “joint measures 
have been endorsed to repel 
any attempt at sabotage.” 

The statement warned ag- 
ainst any plots aimed at 
Sudan, drawing attention to 
the gravity of the consequen- 
ces of such action. 

It said the two countries 
had adopted the necessary 
measures to face any sub- 
versive movement under 
July's defence treaty.

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History, not Henry, 
has the last word 

The prospect of not having Henry Kissinger around after 
Jan. 20 will not long remain novel or significant, because the 
pace of American foreign policy will move too quickly for 
anyone inside or outside the United States to notice that a 
new team of players has taken over, fhe policy - - and not the 
policy-makers — will always take centre stage. Right now 
there is much attention being paid to Mr. Kissinger’s depart- 
ure because neither Mr. Kissinger nor those who follow him 
around have anything else to do; and so, like high school 
classmates in the final week of exams and climactic graduation 
ceremonies, this is the time for back-slapping and laudatory 
speeches. 

Mr. Kissinger has done much to influence the course of 
events in the Middle East because he has been both the 
symbol and practitioner of American interests in the Middle 
East for so many years, but especially since 1973. His full tale 
will only unfold after many years. But it is clear that he shall 
be remembered as the man who stepped into the messy map 
of the Middle East in the wake of the 1973 war and pulled off 
a series of dramatic disengagement agreements for which he 
has received near universal praise. At the time, it was argued 
that he defused an explosive situation. His praise, in that case, 
was rightly deserved. But events since then have not produced 
the peace fruits that one had expected to bloom naturally 
from the ground that Mr. Kissinger had sought to cultivate. 
In fact, it can be argued that the Lebanese war was a natural 
consequence of a peace-making effort that sought to avoid the 
tricky question of Palestinian rights, and that concentrated 
instead on the disengagement agreements that were brought 
about. Our feeling is that Mr. Kissinger did indeed play a 
valuable role after the 1973 war, but he became so excited 
about his initial successes that he tried to push a good thing 
too far. He has always maintained that his step-by-step 
approach was planned to lead up to a general Middle East 
peace accord between the Arabs and the Israelis, and we think 
that he is too intelligent a person to say this without also 
knowing that it is the only practical way to real peace. His 
failure has been an inability to put into practice quickly 
enough the goals he saw and enunciated clearly. 

But history will probably let him off the hook by admitting 
that he is not the first or last person to run into the brick wall 
that stands between an American policy-maker seeking to 
prod peace in the Middle East and the combination of Israeli 
and Araerican-Zionist forces that make that peace elusive. 
Mr. Kissinger’s has been an institutional failure more than a 
personal failure. It will be interesting now to see how the 
lessons he learned will be passed on to his successors in the 
State Department. 

During Mr. Kissinger's tenure, the forces for peace in the 
Middle East were never too neatly lined up one behind the 
other. It is an irony that this is happening now that he is on 
his way out of office, and we suspect that today’s line-up for 
peace is doubly ironic because it may be one of the major 
events of recent Middle East history that has been developing 
without the special attention or machinations of Mr. 
Kissinger. 

The quickening peace of Middle East diplomacy today is 
testament to the fact that the issues of peace and war in this 
region are far bigger than individual men or women, and that 
dynamic individuals like Mr. Kissinger who seek to move 
history instead of moving with history will have their share of 
both successes and failures.

Jordanian newspapers Saturday 
continued to reflect on His Majesty 
King Hussein’s talks with Presid- 
ent Anwar Sadat at the Egyptian 
town of Aswan. (King Hussein 
arid Queen Alya returned to Am- 
man from Aswan Saturday after- 
noon.) 

Al Ra’i says that preliminary 
news reports from Aswan indicate 
that the intensive talks between 
the two leaders were crystallising 
into several pan- Arab and bilateral 
trends, which conform with the 
present stage through which the 
Arab cause is passing. 

"There is complete agreement 
on the Importance and feasibility 
of Jordanian-Syrian moves tow- 
ards unity and of the distinguished 
Syrian-Egyptian relations, which 
can all be considered part of the 
process of bolstering the confront- 
ation powers. 

“There is complete agreement 
on allowing the Palestinian strug- 
gle to work Independently and on 
supporting the Palestinian option 
in any Arab-international political 
moves, the paper says. 


Al Dustour says President Sad- 
at’s welcome to the growing steps 
towards unity between Jordan 
and Syria, and King Hussein’s su- 
pport of the close association bin- 
ding Syria and Egypt is only nat- 
ural, considering that this is one 
of the most important pillars for 
reinforcing cohesion among Arab 
confrontation states. 

AJ Dustour says that it is 
high time that a unified poli- 
tical and military command be 
formed, because such a command 
is the only one capable of raising 
the confrontation line, with its 
two wings, to the level of effect- 
ively facing future challenges and 
contingencies.

The Soviets 
have long been buying Iraqi oil 
for about $2 per barrel less than 
the OPEC price. Without officially 
admitting ft, Iraq also has given 
hefty discounts on its own crude 
oil to certain favoured customers 
such as India. 

The Soviets supply oil in Latin 
America and the Far East in barter 
arrangements with Western Euro- 
pean customers of the Arab states, 
such as Italy. The Russians deliver 
oil in Northern Europe, and Iraqi 
and Iranian crude oil is shipped to 
other customers of the Russians, 
saving large amounts on transport. 

In Greece, the Soviets market 
about one-seventh of this country’s 
annual needs through compensa- 
tion arrangements with a private 
Greek firm, Mamidakis. Most of 
Greece’s remaining oil needs come 
from Saudi Arabia, Iran and non- 
OPEC Arab suppliers like Syria. 

Czechoslovakia signed a coat- . 
ract for 4.5 billion cubic metres 
of Soviet natural gas last Decem- 
ber, the Czech news agency repor- 
ted. Hungary's Mineralimpex al- 
ready has completed its 1977 ar- 
rangements for importing 7.4 mil- 
lion tons of crude oil and 1.3 mil- 
lion tons of refined products 
through the Soviet-Hungarian 
Friendship Pipeline. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tan- 
jug reported last month that a con- 
sortium of 19 world banks signed 
an accord with Petrol Ljubljana of 
Slovenia for a $60-mdlion loan to 
build a pipeline to ship North Afri- 
can or Mideastern natural gas 
through Italy. It also will be con- 
nected to gas sources in the Soviet 
Union. 

West Germany is importing nat- 
ural gas through the Soviet pipe- 
line system. Iranian gas is fed into 
the Soviet system in return for 
Soviet help in building a steel 
complex for Iran at Isfahan. 

A new transcontinental pipeline 
about 3,700 kms. long will pump 
Iranian gas all the way to East 
Germany, and Soviet gas deliver- 
ies in East European countries will 
double by 1980, Tass reported last 
November.

To 
carry several hundreds of thousands of telephone conversations, 
an optical cable need only be the thickness of a pencil - - conven- 
tional cable would need to be as thick as a human arm. The fibre

MADRID. Jan. 15 i Agencies*. — 
Basque mayors plan to go ahead 
with a banned meeting tomorrow 
despite a brief visit to their trou- 
bled northern region by Spanish 
Interior Minister Rodolfo Martin 
Villa, Basque political sources 
said today. 

They said the minister, who 
was attempting to defuse tension 
after clashes between riot police 
and demonstrators, did little more 
on his visit yesterday than repeat 
what he had said before. 

“People are disappointed," one 
source said. "Instead of calming 
people down, it has irritated 
them.” 

Earlier this week, Sen or Martin 
Villa banned the meeting planned 
by 30 mayors from Guipuzcoa pr- 
ovince, one of the most militant 


centres of Basque nationalism. 

But, the mayors said they wo- 
uld travel tomorrow to the town 
of Echarri-Aranaz where they will 
try to meet to press demands for 
an amnesty for political prisoners. 

They also seek the same status 
for the Basque language as for 
Spanish, legalisation of the Bas- 
que return of regional rights sup- 
pressed by Gen. Franco after the 
1936-39 civil war. 

Senor Villa said yesterday the 
government would allow the use 
of the Basque language where ne- 
cessary. 

it would not formally recognise 
the Basques’ green, red and blue 
flag because it was the symbol of 
only one party and not accepted 
by all, he said. 

But it would tolerate display 


of the flag - - a concession the mi- 
nister made on his last visit to 
the region in September. 

On the question of an amnesty 
- - the most burning issue - - Sen- 
or Martin Villa said the kidnapp- 
ing last month of Senor Antonio 
Maria de Oriol y Urqijo, head of 
the country’s Advisory Council 
of State, has prevented the gov- 
ernment from acting. 

fn Madrid, a prominent Spanish 
figure forecast yesterday that th- 
ere would be considerable surp- 
rise when it was revealed who 
was behind the kidnapping last 
Dec. 1 1 of Senor Oriol. 


The forecast came from a high- 
ly-placed member of the Spanish 
regime, who told a group of new- 
smen that he was speaking only 


for himself and did no: want to 
be named. 

He indicated that the authorities 
believed “everything would finish 
alright." 

“There can only be a happy en- 
ding to this matter." he said. 

The figure argued that if the 
kidnappers, as has been reported, 
were leftwingers trying to force the 
government to declare an amne- 
sty, they must have known i: wo- 
uld not work. 

But he declined to comment 
when asked if the res' aim of the 
kidnapping had been to prevent 
an amnesty, nor would he comm- 
ent on suggestions that the opera- 
tion was carried out by extreme 
rightwingers linked with certain 
groups ir. the Spanish police.
